S P E E C H O F T H E 


Hon. E. R. Potter, 


Delivered in the Haute i f Representa­ 
tives qf the United States, on the 14/A 
q f January, 1814» on the bill making 
further provision forJUling the ranks 
Of the regular army. 
M 
R. PO T T E R said, he thought 
the war inexpedient, end voted 
ft^iiibt i t ; and should vote against this 
bill, to fuse more men to carry it on. 
That he had.been in hopes the question 
would have been taken without debate, 
at least, on the side of the minority— 
That although he was opposed to this 
bill, yet he thought it much more equi­ 
table to raise soldiers, as was now con­ 
templated, by enlistingand giving a large 
bounty to induce thtm to enlist volun­ 
tarily, and make the rich pay the money, 
than to adopt the conscrip'.ive system 
proposed, as he understood by the 
Secretary at W ar, 
by classing the 
whole body of militia into as many 
classes as were soldiers wanting, and to 
make every class furnish one during 
the war, or to have one drafted from 
each of them, which rould be the 
means of compelling the young and ve­ 
ry poor men,' to do *11 »the duty and 
bear the burdens of the war, while the 
rich, and those who are cxcused fron* 
doing duty in the militia, would be ex­ 
cused. 


He said, he should not have taken 
any part in this debate, but to cxone 
rate himself from some charges of in* 
constency, made by the gentleman 
fiotn Kentucky (Mr. M*Kcc) who said 
the minority had opposed and defeated 
ail the measures of the administration 
That an cmuargo was laid in 1 R<)7, as a 
precautionary measure, and that it was 
raised by opposition ; not so, Mr. P. said, 
the caution was not necessary, as the 
commerce of the country was never 
more prosperous than at that time, as 
t>ie result demonstrated ; as out of five 
hundred and ninety-four vessels, that 
a tiled by permission during that embar­ 
go. nearly all of them returned in safety 
to this country with valuable cargoes, 
and the risque was hardly a common sea 
risque, and as it rcspectcd the repeal of 
the embargo, it was repealed by those 
ihat laid it, not in consequence of oppo- 
sit on, but in consequence of its reaction 
upon the people of this ccftntry.—The 
nukedneas of the Treasury, and the in­ 
disposition* to direct the internal taxes 
knowing the effect they had once before 
upon the people of this country; and 
ue said he believed the present embar­ 
go would be defeated by its feiends, and 
for the same causes. 


The gentleman has said, that a bill in­ 
troduced into this house sometime since 
by a gentleman from North-Carolina, 
(Mr. Macon,) calculated to give this 
country an advantageous commerce, 
was defeated by the minority ; not so, 
Mr. P. said; many of the minority voted 
for it. 


The gentleman from Kentucky like­ 
wise said, that the minority voted for a 
much larger army than the President 
wanted, and then refused to vote the 
means to pay them ; in this the gentle­ 
man is mistaken, as only two or three 
voted to raise tnis army ; and they said 
that it had become absolutely neccssary 
for the purposes of defence.— As it re­ 
spected himself, Mr. P. said, he did not 
vote for a man, or a ship, or cent, nor 
should he, to carry on this war ; as it 
spccted the navy, he suid, from the 
«pect he had for the officers with whom 
lie was acquainted, when governed by 
his feelings, he felt friendly towards it 
on their account; but as soon as his rea­ 
son and judgment re-assumed its domi* 
nion over him, he was against it, for rea­ 
sons assigned by him on a former occa­ 
sion. 
Mr. P. said, it would be found by 
experience, that this nation was illy 
suited to the purpose« of any other, than 
a defensive w a r i t s territory was ex­ 
tensive, and its population very much 
scattered over it. That the governm|Dt 
had not energy to compel the ^eitisen« 
of this country to serve in their fleets 
and armies against their wills, and fo<- 
little or nothing as in many other coun­ 
tries, (and he hoped they never would 
have,) and the people were too wfcil off 
to enlist tor any sum «ithin the means 
of the nation to pay; for as long as a 
young man, for a few years labour with 
a farmer, (and who lives as well as the 
man that employs him,) can get money 
suffttfent to buy himself land, and be- 
coirif* an independent farmer, he will 
no longer let himself out to hire, or con­ 
sent to be a mere machine, without any 
will of his own, and sell him*elf to bt- 
whipped and shot for nothing — Mr. P. 
said, he was not o:dy against mis wui, 
considering !! in xpedient, but lu* wa 
igaiaet psovidiug1 any administration 
with fleets, and aralias, apd roojey, to 


be ready for war at any time.—-Thai 
ha had found mankind much the same, 
give them power and they abnse jt, 
money and they spend it, and want 
m ore; and give almost any administra­ 
tion an army, navy, and money, and they 
wiU have this country in w ar; more 
especially» if a war is to have the opera* 
tion contended for at this time, to pre­ 
vent all opfibstion to those ip power, 
and to preclude all enquiry- into their 
conduct, that should have led to the 
war or the manner in which it was con­ 
ducted. 
* 


Mr; P. said, if a stranger should 
come into that hall, unacquainted with 
the constitution of this country, he 
would suppose frotn the confession of 
tlio majority, that the minority govern­ 
ed, as they are charged with raising the 
embargo, with preventing laws from be­ 
ing passed, with preventing Great*Bri­ 
tain from doing us justice, and prevent­ 
ing our administration from chastising 
of them. 
That the minority made the 
war, have prevented enlistments and 
loans, have divided the country, have 
prevented the conquest of Canada, aiid 
are the means of continuing the war— 
a very strong minority indeed, to have 
more power at home, and more influ­ 
ence abroad, than the constituted autho­ 
rities of the nation. 


Mr. P. said it was not Only the right, 
but the duty of the majority to govern 
—they cught to be true to themselves, 
and just to the nation, to lay down their 
course and pursue it, as bccame the 
representatives of a free people, With­ 
out turning to the right or left; as on 
hem rests all the responsibility. They 
have the voluntary aid of their own 
irieiid», and the constitutional controul 
oi the whole. They have the command 
ol the sword and purse-strings of the 
'lation ; and if they have not ability to 
devise a system of measures, stability 
to persevere in, and energy sufficient to 
execute them, they ought not to find 
fault wif. the minority. 
Mr P. said, 
it was honorable in any man, in favor of 
the present administration, and who 
thought this war not only expedient, 
but for the interest and *hon9r of the 
country, to loan his money and render 
his personal service in its support } 
while it is the duty of the ininot ity-to 
submit to the law«, made agreeably to 
the constitution. 
The majority have 
no right to expect fro u them any thing 
more than a constitutional support to 
the war, by paying whatever may be 
required of them in common with 
others, as they believe this war inex­ 
pedient, and destructive to the best in­ 
terests of this country. 


Mr. P. said, the administration never 
had been obstructed or impeded by op* 
position. 
It had been by their own di­ 
visions and jealousies, as well in the 
cabinet as in the senate add house of 
representatives, and by defalcations of 
many large states, who had promised 
much and done very little. 
That the 
minority never had made an unreasona­ 
ble opposition, nor would it be in their 
power, if they were so disposed, as the 
majority can pass any law they please, 
and whenever they please. 
M r. P. 
suid, if the president of the United 
States, with his means of information, 
could not have 6electcd, from his politi­ 
cal and personal friend!), four gentle­ 
men having the same general and poli­ 
tical interest with himself, that could 
agree with him in his measures—and 
the war party in the senate and house 
of representatives would not agree with 
each other, advocating the same in­ 
terest,— how could they expect the 
minority to agree with them. 
They 
have no right to expect a thing so un­ 
reasonable. 
Mr. P. m^ked, what had 
become of the cabinet!»« saw a few 
years since ? 
W here were the late 
Secretaries of state, war, and the navy ? 
—and from whence came T u n eau ’s 
letter, but from their own divisions ? 
And he said, the present cabinet seem­ 
ed to him, to be made of discordant 
materials, and if the public should hear 
something from some of them, at som«- 
iuture day, lie should not be sui p ised. 
Mr. P. said, it was convenient for ihr 
majority, to lay all the misfortunes and 
distresses of the country, (occasioned 
by their own divisions, jealousies, de­ 
falcations, and mis-coiiduct,) to th«‘ 
nrnonty; but it »at unjust in the ex­ 
treme ;—they did not deserve it 
they 
had not deceived them 
they had pro­ 
mised them nothing. — But it is now 
-aid, that the nation was in war, and tli«t 
the minority ought m h to find fault, bm 
o join in prosecuting it.

'gentleman from Peuh. (M r. tngeraoHi) 
that opposition In this country m » S b 
ferem, from that in England—thafther* 
it was against tho Kihg and Ministry, 
but here it was againat the people.

P. said, he would ask if the oppeaidkm 
in this country, in the year» 1798, i m 
and. 1800, against the then Administra­ 
tion» for loana, taxes and wpr, vas foe 
or against the people ? 
Arid if fur th* 
people then, how much more m utt it 
be in their favour now, in oppoaing tlit 
same measures in a much greater de* 
gree«—That Adminiatration had not tin 
benefit of experience, and did not ua« . 
derstand financiering aa well as the pr#» ^ 
sent. They created an eight per eent. 
stock; and as he had understood, sold it. 
above par.—The present creates a six 
per cent, stock, and eelf it «nder pqr» 
getting about eighty eight dollars for aft 
, 
hundred—making the interest about the 
same, losing in principal What they save v 
in interest. 
At that time an individual 
in good credit, had frequently to give; 
« 
twelve per centum per annum for mo» 
ney— At the present, such a person can 
hire money for less than half that pre­ 
mium. 
At that time, we had an army 
of about 5,000 men, and hired abon *

th em ; nor was it a currency to pay 
them ; it was any thing, every thing# 
and nothing. 
The minority Were not 
wanted to help to make law«; the ma« 
jority can do that 
whenever they* 
please ; and when they make laws, they 
ought to enforce them, and Whenever 
they cease to enforce them , or suffer 
any violation, or breaches in them, ik ie 
an acknowledgement in them, that tliejr 
never ought to have been passed, and 
they ought to be immediately repealed* 
As It respected opposition, M r. P , 
said, he hoped always to «ed one, let 
who would be in pow er; he • oasider*t 
ed them the ceiuinels and friends of 
the people and he never wished to see 
i majority of more than ten In that

save the nation ; he said, in proportion •
